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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment filed 12 May 2003 has been entered. 

The Amendment overcomes the rejection of claims 1-3 and 7-10. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 and 7-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1 and 7, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest an 
electroluminescent device comprised of, in part, partition walls of electrically insulating 
material with the base of the walls being wider closer to the substrate than a base away 
from the substrate, and wherein each of a plurality of pixels comprises a light emitting 
layer having a surface the substantially covers the side surfaces of the partition walls, 
along with the other limitations of the claims.
